INTENSIFICATION OF U.N. DIPLOMACY EYED 
Seoul NAEOE KYONGJE in Korean 19 Jul 79 p 1 


[Excerpt] It is the basic position that the government will refrain from 
bringing up the Korean question to the U.N. for discussion this year. 


However, the government has been working on multilateral countermeasures 
aimed at the intensification of a diplomatic initiative in such a direction 
toward creating a climate favorable for the simultaneous entry into the 
U.N. of north and south Korea or unilateral membership of Korea if the 
north Korean regime comes up with any attempt to introduce the Korean 
question as an agenda item for debate at the U.N. this fall, 


A diplomatic source said July 18 that the possibility could not be totally 
precluded that the P'yongyang regime might try to lay the Korean question 
before the U.N. in a move to find grounds for international justification 
following its rebuff to the Korea-U.S. joint proposal to convene a meeting 
of senior official representatives between north and south Korea and the U.S. 


The source went on to say that even though the north Korean regime 
rejected the proposed three-authorities meeting because of its domestic 
problems, the north Koreans must be well aware of the fact that their 
rejection would deal a hard blow to thefr diplomacy since such negative 
reaction ran counter to the general trend of the international situation. 


The north Korean regime, therefore, has embarked on extensive diplomatic 
maneuvers especially in Third World nations in its attempt to find a way out 
of its diplomatic dilemma, the source added.

last year teaches us that weather damage can occur even before or after the 
monsoon season of July and August; recalls that Kim Il-song was aware of the 
danger to the extractive, manufacturing, construction, farming and trans- 
portation industries from wind and rain damage and thus issued instructions 

to all sectors to take precautions ahead of time; warns all functionaries and 
workers against thinking that there is still time before initiating counter- 
measures and calls upon them to begin taking precautions right away; emphasizes 
the importance of all the functionaries and broad masses to mobilize ideo- 
logically and demonstrate a high sense of zeal and dedication in damage pre- 
vention projects and of all the workers and functionaries in the industrial 
and agricultural sectors to carry of a mass movement of damage prevention 
along with the workers and functionaries in the national economic sector;

States that hastening to perform good quality rice seedling transplanting 2rd 
thinning is necessary to ensure a bumper crop this year and counter the in- 
fluence of unseasonable climatic conditions caused by the cold fzonat and rre- 
vent damage from various kirds of insects; remarks that carrying out the bat- 
tle to transplant rice seedlings by mobilizing personnel and material forces 
on a nationwide scale of general mobilization is a necessary condition for 
ensuring success of the farmers who have put such an effort in farming prepar- 
ations this year; calls the battle te plant rice seedlings which is carried
